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Water Development ’ 
ae ed Scheme Considered} 


Project to Utilise Be ‘South Saskatche- 
“wan River Supply 


With the object of inquiring into 
the proposal to develop, a water sup- 
ply from t South Saskatchewan 
River to serve the area lying between 
the river and the cities of Regina and 
Moose Jaw, and including those cities, 
the..Saskatchewan Government has 
brought in a bill in the legislature to 
appoint a commissioti of three mem- 
bers, of which Major A; McPherson, 
consulting engineer to the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, is chairman, This 
comiission is charged with the duties 


of making a survey.of the whole prob- 


lem from an engineering and financial 
viewpoint, atid must also inquire into 
the water tights granted by the Do- 
minion Government to irrigation com- 
panies and others in Alberta where 
the headquarters of the Saskatchewan 
River ‘are situated, 

It ‘has been claimed that should 
companies which have been granted 
water rights exercise * their privileges 
in full,- there would be no water in 
the bed of the South Saskatchewan 
|by the time Saswatchewan was reach- 
ed. The commission is also directed 
to n¢gotiate with the Dominion Govy- 
ernment in regard to this situation, 
and when all particulars required in 
connection with enabling the legisla- 
ture, to reach a decision regarding tlie 
water scheme have been secured, to 
repart to the Provincial, Government. 
If the plan is approved, then a vote 
of the electors -in the area Affected 
will be taken, It is specifically pro- 
vided in the bill that should the pro- 
posed water development be proceed- 
ed with, the expenses: must be borne 
by the area benefited.
